déscriptions of persons, 

Ill. That impressed ‘with full confidence that the resources 
of these kingdoms are adequate to the maintenance of our nati- 
onal honour and independence, this meeting think it proper to 
declare their readiness to give their utmost support to sach 
measures as. the legislature may deem best calculated to call 
forth these resources in a “more equal and effectual manner ; 
trusting that its wisdom will devise such expedients for that 
purpose, as, combined with our late glorious victories, may af- 
ford the means of further spirited*resistance to the power and 
pretensions of the enemy, and secure, not only the blessings we 
now enjoy, but alsothat nitintate object of all our exertions, a 
safe and honourable peace.

The account of the progrefs of the Turkith arms 
againit the Rebel Pacha, Paflawan Oglou, are {till very 
unfavourable. Private letters from Alterfova and Sem- 
lin, of the 27th of Ogtober and 1(t of November ftate, 
that the Captain Pacha, who carried on the attack againit 
Widden with 27,000 men, had fucceeded in deftroying 
the outworks of the place, fo that he could advance to 
the town ; but as fallies were to be apprehended from 
the fortrefs, and he had loft great numbers of his men 
by the continual fire from the artillery of the place, he 
was obliged to encamp out of the reach of cannon fhot. 
But even this precaution was of little effett :—Ina the 
night of the 15th Oober Paffawan Oglou made a fal- 


“fly with his whole force, entirely deltroyed the camp of 


the Captain Pacha, and killed a great number of the 
Turks. The reft fought fafety io flight, and the Pacha 
himfelf had not time to fave his baggage, but was obliged 
to fet fire to his own and his officers’ tents, to prevent 
their falling into the hands of the enemy. On the fol- 
lowing day the troops of the Graud Signior were no long- 
er to be feen through the whole country ; and Paflawan 
Oglou remained at full liberty to recruit and extend his 


force. 
FRANKFORT, November 17. 


Appearances are again very warlike. The Army of 
Mentz will be again called the Army of the Rhine, and 
be augmented to 80,000 men.—The French Head- 
Quarters are now at Wifbaden, and will, it is faid, go 
with General Jourdan to Strafbourg.

The meflage addreffed to the Direftory by the 
Council of Five Hundred, at the clofe of the.General 
Commitee, renders this réport very probable. Let us 
hope, however, that the wifdom and vigdur of povern- 
ment will know-how to preferve from new convulfions 
thefe provinces which {til feel the horrors of the war 
of La Vendee ; and that the peaceful genius of. Hoche 
will {till hover round the banks of the Loire. 

Letters from Ltaly ftate, that the Au(trian Army, 
which occupies the country of the Grifons, has entered 
the Valteline country ; and that numerous corps of our 
troops ate marching to the fame quarter. On the 4th 
and sth Brumaire 1600 Republicans pailed Mount St. 
Marlo, on their March tu the Valteline.”’ 

The queftion of the fuppreflion of the Tolls of Els- 
fleth, on the Rhine, is now one of the principal objects 
of contention at the Congrefs of Raftadt. According to 
letters from Raftadt, it appear that the Danifli Minilter 
has given in a memorial, in which he infifts that nei+ 
ther the French nor the Emperor have any right to 
fupprefs that toll: it is faid allo that both Sweden and 
Denmark are, at the inftigation of the Rufhan Cabinet, 
arming to join the confederacy againit France. 

The foreign journals contain no authentic accounts 
from Egypt. ‘The lateit intelligence refpecting Buona- 
parte and his army has probably been received by the 
over-land exprefs which arrived yelterday from India— 
On this interefting fubjeét, however, nothing that we 
can {tate with any degree of accuracy has yet tranfpired. 
The advices brought by this exprefs, we underftand, {tate 
that the Company’s fhips Exeter, Bombay Caltle, 
Brunfwick, and Earl Howe, arrived at Bombay early 
in June laft.

We underftand that a feeret expedition of great mo- 
ment, in which eight regiments of cavalry, and fome 
corps of infantry are to be employed, is en the eve of 
failing from this country. It would be improper in us 
to endeavour to difcover its objeé&t.—-General ‘Tarleton 
is appointed to the command of the Englith cavalry in 
Portugal, and, it is reported, is to have fome fhare in 
the direétion of the enterprife. 

Some time ago we ftated the probability of a very 
extenfive plan of commercial intercourfe which was up- 
on the tapis, and that among other treaties it was pof- 
fible that a good underftanding with the court of Spain 
would take place. ‘I'he rumour that Minorca has been 
feized on without a ftruggle does not contradi& this 
fuppofition ; but there are ftronger evidences of the pro- 
grefs of the negociation than ‘any that have heretofore 
tranfpired. Tor feveral days paft policies have been 
done upon foreign veffels deftined to Vera Cruz, and 
home again, to an amount that indicates the defign of 
the voyage, and that promifes very beneficial confe- 
quences to the manufactures of Great Britain. 

A letter, figned by feveral Lord: Lieutenants of 
counties and Colonels of regiments of militia is fent out, 
to call a meesing of Lord Lieutenants and Colonels of

Mr Tizrney’s Reply to Mr Pitr’s Speech o@ 
the Plan of Finance. 


Mr Tierney faid that after the eloquent cffufiom 
which the Houfe had juft heard from the Honourable 
Gentleman, he was not fo vain as to hope that any 
thing that he could offer in reply would be deeméd 
worthy of comparative confideration. He had, there- 
fore, to apologize to the Houfe for offering himfeif 
to their attention, fenfible as he was that nothing from 
him could, after fuch an appeal to their paffions, make 
the flighteit imprefion on their minds, He was wil- 
ling to allow that the fituation of the Chancellor of 
‘the Exchequer was of the molt trying defcription, 
and that the refult of that night’s deliberation was 
the utmoft importance not only to Great Britaig, + 
but to Europe; and therefore he could have witha | 
that the meafure fubmitced to them had been of fuehg 
nature as not to compel him to give it his decided gp | 
pofition. When he came down to the Houle ity © 
evening, he underftood that the intention of the Hy | 
nourable Gentleman: was merely to {tate the genenl 
outline of his plan, and not to enter into thofe particu 
Jars which he had fo diffutely ftated to the Houfe ; cop 
fequently he was not prepared (and it required much 
preparation om his part) to combat_the immenfe torre 
of eloquence with which the Houfe had jult bees 
tranfported. From the experience which he had hat 
of the financial ftatements. of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, he could not indulge himlelf in the hope 
that there would be no other loan reqnifite for the 
fervices of the enfuing year than that of which the 
Houfe had juft received notice.
